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REMARKS 

Claims 1-20 are pending in the present application. Claims 1-10 were rejected under 
35 U.S.C. 102 and/or 103, claims 1-20 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, and claims 1 1-20 
were indicated as having allowable subject matter. The drawings and specification were 
objected to for various formalities. Claims 1-10 are canceled, claims 11-14 and 16-20 are 
amended, and claim 21 is added. No new matter is added. The rejections are respectfully 
traversed in light of the following remarks, and reconsideration is requested. 

Applicant thanks the Examiner for his careful and thorough review of the 
specification, abstract, drawings, and claims. The specification and drawings have been 
amended in response to the Examiner's suggestions. 
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IN THE DRAWINGS 
The drawings are amended to address the Examiner's objections. Specifically, Fig. 
IB is amended to change 10a, 10b, and 10c to 102a, 102b, and 102c, Fig. 2 A is amended to 
remove the sectional line 2B-2B, Fig. 3 is re-numbered as Fig. 3A and amended to remove 
element 302; and Fig. 3B is added, which includes the element 302. No new matter is added. 
Replacement sheets are included in Appendix C. 
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Rejections under 35 U.S.C. §112 

Claims 1-20 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite. 
In particular, the Examiner states that the claims use the terms "motor fan" or "motor fans", 
where the specification indicates "motor fans" are generators/alternators. Claims 1-10 are 
canceled. Remaining claims 11-14 and 16-20 are amended to replace "motor fan" or "motor 
fans" with "generator fan" or "generator fans". Generator is used because "generator" is a 
more general term, with an alternator being a generator that produces alternating current. 
Claim 21 is added, which recites that the generator fans are alternator fans. 

Accordingly, Applicant respectfully requests reconsideration and withdrawal of the 
rejections under 35 U.S.C. 1 12. 



Rejections under 35 U.S.C. §102 and §103 

Claims 1-4 and 7-10 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
United Kingdom Patent 249,011, U.S. Pat. 4,025,220, U.S. Pat. 1,495,036, and U.S. Pat. 
1,876,595. 

Claims 1-4 and 7-10 are canceled, thereby obviating the rejection under 35 U.S.C. 

102. 

Claims 4-6 and 10 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
United Kingdom Patent 249,01 1 in view of U.S. Pat. 4,140,433. 

Claims 4-6 and 10 are canceled, thereby obviating the rejection under 35 U.S.C. 103. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 



Claims 1 1-20 were indicated as having allowable subject matter. The Examiner states 
that claim 1 1 would be allowable if amended to overcome the rejections under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, 
second paragraph. Claim 1 1 has been amended accordingly and thus is now believed to be 
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allowable. The Examiner states that claims 12-20 would be allowable if rewritten to 
overcome the rejections under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph and to include all the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. Claims 12-20 have been amended to 
overcome the 112, second paragraph rejections. Further, since claims 12-20 depend on claim 
11, which is now believed allowable, claims 12-20 are also now allowable.
